[Means for Solving the Problem] 

In order to solve the above-described problem, the present 
invention provides a structure in which a porous aluminum foil is 
provided as a surface layer. Therefore, water or oil content generated 
at the time of cooking a food is separated, and the water or oil content 
is smoothly absorbed in an intermediate layer comprised of pulp 
material or the like, thereby preventing flowing thereof. Aluminum foil 
is used for a lower layer, and therefore, the water or oil content 
absorbed in the intermediate layer is prevented from flowing out.

[Embodiment] 

A composite aluminum foil product of the present invention 
has a structure in which a continuous or single sheet-shaped 
aluminum foil sheet 2 having holes 1, a continuous or single sheet- 
shaped sheet 3 comprised of pulp or the like, and a continuous or 
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single sheet-shaped aluminum foil sheet 4 are formed integrally (see 
Fig. 1(a)). In order to facilitate absorption, in the intermediate layer, of 
water or oil content separated from a cooked food, the surface layer 
may be formed as a porous aluminum foil sheet 6 having irregularities 
5 (see Fig. 1(c)).

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To avoid the loosing of the 
taste and the appearance of a cooked product while 
reducing the dirt of a kitchen utensiles by making a 
perforated aluminum foil a surface layer, making an 
intermediate layer of material such as pulp absorb 
moisture and oil and then using an aluminum foil for a 
lower layer. 

SOLUTION: Consecutive or a single aluminum foil sheet 
2 with holes 1 , a sheet 3 consisting of consecutive or a 
single pulp, etc., and consecutive or a single aluminum 
foil sheet 4 are made into one body. In order to allow 
the intermediate layer to easily absorb moisture and oil 
separated from cooked food, a perforated aluminum 
sheet with recesses and projections can be used for the 
surface layer. At the time of integrating, each sheet is 
adhered at a surface or a tip part, or only a tip part 
is folded. In order to improve the condition of the 
adhesion or folding of the tip part, it is also 
satisfactory to reduce the tip part of the sheet 3 
consisting of pulp, etc., by one size. 
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
